KENYA, MAURITANIA, AND CAMEROON TABLED DRAFT RES (TEXT

OF SOUTH AFRICA FROM UN IN COMPLIANCE WITH CHARTER ART. 6.

KINENE (UGANDA) SPOKE OF UK SELL-OUT 60 YEARS AGO, "RACIST 
WHITE MINORITY GROUP COMPOSED OF FORTUNE SEEKERS," SLAVE 
STATE, "ECONOMIC GREED" OF SOME WESTERN POWERS, ZIONISTS 
ACCOMMODATION, UK-SA JOINT MILITARY AND NAVAL EXERCISE, 

AND DOUBLE STANDARD. HE DECLARED SC SHOULD INVOKE 
CHARTER ART. 6 AND EXPEL REPS OF PRETORIA REGIME; AFTER 
THAT, IF ITS POLICIES DID NOT CHANGE, PUNITIVE MEASURES 
SHOULD BE TAKEN UNDER CHAPTER VII. PETRIC (YUGOSLAVIA) 

BELIEVED THAT BY EXPELLING PRESENT SOUTH AFRICA FROM UN 
IT WOULD IN FACT BE EXPELLING RACIST REGIME WHICH DID NOT 
REPRESENT MAJORITY OF PEOPLE OF SA. YUGOSLAVIA FULLY SUPPORTED 
AFRICAN POSITION. 

- SOUTH AFRICAN STATEMENT - 

SOUTH AFRICAN REP BOTHA EMPHASIZED SOUTH AFRICA IS AFRICAN 
STATE, AND ONLY CHOICE IS COMMUNICATION OR CONFRONTATION. 

HE SAID INFO FAVORABLE TO SA HAD SIMPLY BEEN IGNORED AND 
ATTACKS ON SA WERE ONE-SIDED. HE ASKED WHY, IF POSITION OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BLACKS IN SA REALLY SO INTOLERABLE, HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS 
OF BLACK WORKERS FROM OTHER AFRICAN COUNTRIES VOLUNTARILY 
CAME TO SA FOR EMPLOYMENT. HE DID NOT PRETEND THAT EVERYTHING 
IN SA WAS RIGHT, BUT LIVING CONDITIONS OF ALL PEOPLES HAD 
IMPROVED AND SAG WAS MAKING SINCERE EFFORT TO DEVELOP ECONOMIC, 
SOCIAL AND POLITICAL CONDITION OF ALL THESE PEOPLE. IN

BENITES (ECUADOR) STATED ESTABLISHMENT OF NUCLEAR-FREE ZONES WAS OF 
CRUCIAL IMPORTANCE TO SMALL STATES, HOPED ALL STATES WOULD TAKE NPT 
REVIEW CONFERENCE SERIOUSLY, AND SAID WHILE SOLUTIONS TO PROBLEMS 
RELATING TO ARMS RACE LAY WITH HANDFUL OF BIG POWERS IT WAS SMALL 
STATES THAT WERE MOST THREATENED BY THAT RACE. NOTING YEARLY MILITAR 

BUDGET OF TWO SUPERPOWERS WAS IN EXCESS OF $100,000 MILLION, HE 
WONDERED WHETHER THERE WAS NOT BLATANT CONTRADICTION BETWEEN

MOERSCH (FRG) STATED UN'S GOAL MUST BE TO PREVENT OR REMOVE

SUPPORT TO OPPRESSED PEOPLE OF SA. TROTTA (ITALY) POINTED 

OUT THAT DESPITE ITALY'S SERIOUS ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES, 

HIS GOVT IMPOSED SEVERE CONTROL ON SALE OF ARMS TO SA. 

MAZARI (PAKISTAN) SAID SA REGIME WAS SUSTAINED BY SUPPORT

HIS DEL LOOKED FORWARD TO SEATING REAL REPS OF SA

CALLED FOR EXPULSION OF SA. WADSWORTH (LIBERIA), STATING 
COURSE EMBARKED ON BY CERTAIN COUNTRIES WHICH CONTINUED TO 
SUPPLY ARMS TO SA INCREASED THREAT TO WORLD PEACE, SAID

FERENCES; 2) MICROFORMS AND OTHER TECHNOLOGICAL INNOVA- 
TIONS MERITED FURTHER STUDY BY SYG, INCLUDING COSTS;

THAT SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES. CODIFICATION OF MULTILATERAL 
TREATIES OF UNIVERSAL CHARACTER, AND SUCCESSION OF STATES 
DRAFT ARTICLES BE REFERRED TO STATES FOR COMMENTS. (OURTEL 4398)
